Councilman DiMeo reported the Halloween Parade was a success and added the
Manchester Times had a nice write up in the latest edition of their newspaper.

Councilman Lowe reported all generators on the fire trucks have been serviced.

Councilman Davis reported he spoke with Dean Hetzel of the VFW in regard to
Veteran’s Day Ceremony. Mr. Davis stated Mr. Hetzel feels the ceremony is “not doable”
but is waiting to get an approval from the Mayor’s office.

Mayor Robbins tasked Municipal Clerk Capasso to reach out to the VFW to let them
know the Veteran’s Day Ceremony will be held with social distancing in place.

Councilman McCarthy reported the Board of Education will reintroduce full week in-
person learning the week of the 19" adding it will be half days. Mr. McCarthy stated this
move is appropriate adding the school has had no cases of the virus.

MAYOR COMMENTS:

Mayor Robbins stated the Annual Tree Lighting Ceremony is an outside event and that it
is feasible to hold the event and added the cookies and cocoa with Santa indoors would
not be a “good idea”.

Council President Oglesby stated he is not sure if the outside event should be held, giving
the area around the borough tree, and also stated it would not be practical adding the
number of cases in New Jersey are up.

Mayor Robbins officially announced the Tree Lighting Ceremony will be canceled this
year along with the Rabies Clinic. Mayor Robbins stated next council meeting he and the
council will announce the Citizen of the Year.
